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HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY 
1769 — 1969 


At a time when a celebration is at hand it is good to reflect on the 
reason for celebrating. Hillsborough County has twenty-nine towns 
and two cities, with thirty-one separate and illustrious pasts which 
make one ever sure that the future will hold something worth 
celebrating in the present. To endeavor to capture the colorful 
histories of all the towns and cities of our beautiful county would be 
a monumental task but surely a few highlights from the past are in 
order. 


AMHERST 


Amherst was originally a grant by the general court of 
Massachusetts to some of it’s citizens for services rendered in the 
Narragansett War of 1675-76. The township when first granted in 
1728 was known as Narragansett No. 3. When it was incorporated in 
1760 it was called Ambherst, for General Jeffrey Amherst, 
Commander in Chief of all the British forces in North America. 
Developement of the town in the early days was slow because of the 
hardship of being so far from anywhere that offered protection 
against the Indians and their raiding parties. In 1769 it was voted to 
divide the province into counties. Amherst was chosen as the shire 
town for Hillsborough County and also the site of the first county 
jail. 

ANTRIM 

Antrim, named for its resemblance to the lovely town of Antrim 
in Ireland has been the birthplace of some famous and learned men, 
but it owes its spirit to the early pioneers who fought every kind of 
imaginable hardship with a will to survive as a town. It’s citizenry 
even abandoned it for a time because of the fierce Indian raids. In 
1777, there were twenty-three families, by 1781 there were fifty 
families and so the steady growth went on, with a grist and saw mill 
built, a store opening in town — then another store. In 1800 Antrim 
was hit with a dysentery epidemic and that little town had nineteen 
funerals in one week, but the survivors showed the same dauntless 
spirit as before and after sixty-five deaths, mostly children. They 
moved forward with faith in the future. 


BEDFORD 


The first settlement of the township of Bedford was in 1737. The 
first recorded lone settler arrived in 1735, a Mister Stebbins, who 
spent that winter near a pond in the eastern section of this land, 
making shingles which he floated to Pawtucket Falls (Lowell) in the 


spring. The pond now bears his name. When the town was 
incorporated in 1750, it was named Bedford, for the Duke of 
Bedford, Secretary of State of England. Colonel Goffe was one of its 
early settlers who played a leading role in the organization of 
Hillsborough County. Colonel John Goffe was also the first probate 
judge of the county. 


BENNINGTON 


Bennington, even before 1800 was quite a thriving community. 
Several businesses utilized the water power and the five dams across 
the river. The first two powered a powder mill and a chair factory, 
while the third dam had a grist mill, saw mill, shingle mill and the 
fourth and fifth boasted a cotton factory and paper mill. In the 
records of early town meetings held in Bennington there is repeated 
mention in the minutes of the town fathers concern for the children 
of Bennington and the towns desire to provide the best in teachers 
for the education of these children. History has a way of revolving 
doesn’t it? 


BROOKLINE 


Brookline after it’s incorporation as a town became solvent by 
manufacturing potash and shaved shingles. The hills of Brookline 
were crowned with gigantic pines to keep these businesses operating. 
For the first thirty years of their existence, all the chestnut posts 
and rails they could make were sold immediately to the waiting 
market in Massachusetts’ Middlesex County. With the sophication of 
the cities came a new market for beef, rum and pork barrels made 
from hardwood that Brookline supplied. This led to saw mills which 
in turn brought cabinet makers of skill who put some very elegant 
and sought after furniture on the Boston market. 


DEERING 


This hilly border town of Hillsborough County had many 
treasures within its bordeers — it offered many sources of water 
power to the early settlers including a dam that would supply water 
to North Weare and Manchester when natural sources ran short. The 
town lacked granite but gneiss, quartz, plumbago, and the clay beds 
in the western part of town made up for the deficit. In the days of 
the New Hampshire militia, Deering was a muster field every 
September and all the abled bodied men, eighteen to forty, from the 
towns of Hillsborough, Windsor, Antrim, Hancock, Francestown and 
Deering would meet to sign up. 


FRANCESTOWN 


The tract of land that was incorporated into the town of 
Francestown in 1772, first attracted settlers with its beautiful 
meadows. The Wonderful Grass was as high as a man’s head and is 
said to have come about by the many beaver dams that forced the 
water to cover most of the land around the mountains — with the 
coming of the hunters and the demise of the beaver the dams 
disintegrated and the flowage returned to normal, leaving luxurious 
grass crops. At first it was a wintering place for cattle. This process 
led to the permanent settlement of a town named for Governor 
Wentworth’s wife Frances. Francestown became famous for its 
soapstone quarry. It was considered the most valuable quarry of its 
kind in the United States. The quarry was worked for many years 
and some of the articles manufactured from it were stoves, mantels, 
fireplaces and a variety of untold articles. 


GOFFSTOWN 


Before the town of Goffstown was incorporated in 1761, it was a 
famous lumbering territory. Masts for His Majesty’s Royal Navy 
were an important export. Masts of great size and extra quality were 
found in the township of Goffstown. There is a story about a tree 
that was so large that it could not be drawn off and it took about 
all the rest of the wood growing upon an acre of ground to burn it 
up so that the main road leading into town could be cleared. Game 
and fish abounded in Goffstown. Salmon chose this route to follow 
and spawn from the sea. In 1777, a most amazing feat was 
undertaken by Robert McGregor of Goffstown. Against all kind of 
odds he built a bridge across the Merrimack and this incredible 
structure was named after him. 


GREENFIELD 


Greenfield was incorporated in 1791 and was given this name by 
Major Whittemore. Hardy pioneers used the lowlands for tillage, the 
hillside for grazing and the woodlands for lumbering. Even in the 
early days the geographical position made for severe winters but the 
same location made a welcome summer retreat and in the 1870’s was 
utilized by city dwellers as a summer recreation spot. Many saw and 
grist mills were built in this area to facilitate manufacturing. Fires 
destroyed these early endeavors but the citizens rebuilt. Among the 
first articles manufactured was boat oars and pine shingles. These 
were made right in the forest by teams of men who would fell the 
trees, split it and shave it into oars right where it fell. The market for 
these were in Salem, Massachusetts and were brought there from 
Greenfield by ox cart. 


GREENVILLE 

In the early days of Greenville, life revolved around the Souhegan 
River. Along the meadows and up the hillsides near the river the 
subsoil was clay, and bricks of the best quality along with various 
articles of pottery were made for use by the settlers themselves and 
as an export. Beneath this foundation — in frequent ledges, suitable 
for quarrying was what seemed to be an inexhaustible supply of 
gneiss and granite. The scenic “Great Falls” on the Souhegan was 
utilized for water power and the towns’ thrifty citizens built a mill 
and subsequent industries here. 


HANCOCK 


Because Hancock was agreeably diversified with plains, hills and 
valleys and had fine railroad accommodations, it was a popular 
summer resort in the late 1800’s. The first settlement was on Half 
Moon Pond by John Grimes in 1764. The town was incorporated in 
1779, and named in honor of Governor John Hancock of Boston, 
President of the Continental Congress and the first to affix his name 
on our Country’s Declaration of Independence. At the time of the 
town’s incorporation, John Hancock owned land in the center of 
Hancock. 


HILLSBOROUGH 


Hillsboreugh, which has the honor to have given it’s name to our 
County, was incorporated in 1772. It is named for Colonel John Hill 
who paid Governor Wentworth fifty dollars in gold to sign his name 
to the town charter. In former years, Hillsborough bridge was noted 
for the number and the excellence of the stage routes starting and 
centering from it. It was known for it’s good hostelry and there is 
even a story about one of the inn-keeper’s wives being a witch and 
bewitching teamsters to stop at her husband’s tavern by casting a 
spell. Hillsborough was the birthplace of New Hampshire’s only 
President of the United States, Franklin Pierce. 


HOLLIS 


There is much dispute over both the origin and the spelling of the 
name of this town — if the town were named for Governor 
Wentworth’s friend (this was a habit of his) Thomas Holles, Duke of 
New Castle — it should be spelled with an “e”’. The early settlers 
detested the Duke and preferred to perpetuate the name of Thomas 
Hollis, benefactor of Harvard College. The Indians simplified things 
and called it Nissitissit. Early settlers were attracted here with the 
offer of free land. Hollis has a Saint Patrick type legend — Moses 


Proctor, the first signer of the town charter, is said to have had his 
life shortened by a rattlesnake bite — He waged such a sucessful war 
of extermination against the reptiles that none have been seen in 
Hollis since his death in 1780. 


HUDSON 


The early settlers of Hudson found an almost unbroken forest 
with heavy growth of white and pitch pine along with maple, oak, 
walnut and other species. This, and the near proximity of the 
Merrimack, made Hudson a natural for it’s first form of industry. 
These settlers collected turpentine by “boxing” the large pine, 
which, after being put into barrels were floated down the river and 
shipped to England. In later years, Nashua became an outlet for the 
produce grown on the many farms in Hudson. The terrain and the 
soil even in the early 1800’s lent itself to producing fruit, the apple 
in particular. In 1827, a lattice bridge, built of the best old native 
grown white pine was opened as a toll bridge and remained in 
operation, (the only bridge between Lowell and Amoskeag) until 
1881, when it was replaced by an iron structure. 


LITCHFIELD 


Litchfield, from a point of wealth, ranked among the first 
farming towns in New Hampshire until the 1800’s. With the 
completion of the Concord railroad in 1842, things changed. 
Litchfield had had a prosperous trade and supplied merchandise to a 
large amount of the country around it. A fleet of twenty canal boats 
carried it’s produce to Lowell and via the Middlesex canal to Boston. 
These boats gave employment to a large number of men, but when 
the west shore of the river was chosen for the railroad it changed all 
this and was a severe blow to the people of Litchfield. 


LYNDEBOROUGH 


In 1690, Captain King, leading an expedition to Canada for the 
King of England, asked for a tract of land for services rendered to 
His Majesty. The land he asked for impressed him because of the 
view from what is now Pinnacle Mountain and on the eastern edge a 
remarkable gulf called Purgatory, that rushed down a narrow chasm 
like a miniature Niagara to the great basin below. Captain King 
called it Salem-Canada after his point of departure in Massachusetts 
and in remembrance of his journey for the King. Eighteen years later 
Benjamin Lynde purchased the grant and some adjoining territory 
and named it Lyndeborough. In 1800, with the advent of the 
railroad, the South Lyndeborough glass works became an important 


industry. The silex from which the glass was made was found in the 
ledge surrounding Lyndeborough. All kinds of bottles from the one 
ounce size to the fourteen gallon variety were made here and 
shipped all over the eastern states and Canada. 


MANCHESTER 


Before the coming of the white man, Manchester was occupied by 
the Amoskeag Indians, a tribe of the Pennacocks. John Goffe, Jr., 
Edward Lingfield, and Benjamin Kidder are said to be the first 
settlers in the present boundaries of Manchester. They settled on 
Cohas Brook in 1722. The excellent fishing attracted many settlers 
to the town of Derryfield. In 1810, the name of Manchester was 
given to the town in honor of Samuel Blodget who built a canal 
around the Amoskeag and often asserted that someday it would be 
the Manchester of America. Manchester was incorporated in 1846. 
Hiram Brown was elected the first mayor to serve in a rapidly 
growing city that had many squabbles about the new village and the 
old part of town. The first newspaper, the beginning of many, was 
the Amoskeag Representative. Formal schooling started in 1784 
with four school districts. A Mr. Rand was employed as the first 
teacher for eight to twelve dollars a month. The first high school was 
built in 1841. The Manchester City Library was erected in 1854 asa 
free public library to service a thriving mill community that was to 
flourish and bloom beyond the founders wildest imagination. 


MASON 


Mason was incorporated in 1768. The townfolk voted to call it 
Sharon but Governor Wentworth chose to name it after Captain 
John Mason, the original owner of the tract of land. The oldest 
record to be found, ironically, is a tax list dated 1769. Maybe this 
taxation accounts for the zeal with which the men of Mason 
responded to the call to arms at the outbreak of the Revolutionary 
war. The town of Mason at that time had five hundred inhabitants, 
and one out of every five took part in the strife of those early battles 
for freedom. 


MERRIMACK 


Merrimack, named for it’s boundary river, means the place of 
strong current in Indian tongue. The first settler was a fur trader, 
John Cromwell, and apparently all the Cromwells of those days were 
alike because the Indians could not tolerate his business methods 
and burned him out of business. In 1746, a second band of settlers 
saw the town of Merrimack incorporated. These pioneers found 


granite, slate and shale — and clay deposits that made excellent 
brick. They put all these to good use. Their farms produced grass, 
grain, potatoes, apples, pears, peaches, grapes and berries in wild and 
bountiful profusion. In 1876, to honor their centennial year, the 
citizens planted Elm trees all over town, in designed spots, to be 
remembered by future generations and to beautify Merrimack. 


MILFORD 


In the mid-1800’s, Milford was known as the largest town in the 
largest county in the State. Milford first became a town in 1794 and 
was originally called Mill—Ford because the saw mill was near the 
spot where the river was forded. Early settlers were farmers because 
of the terrain but in 1810 manufacturing started with a cotton mill. 
A tannery was added in 1837 and a fine furniture factory was added 
next as Milford continued to grow. 


MONT VERNON 


In 1781, Mont Vernon was separated as a parish from it’s parent 
town of Amherst and incorporated as a town in 1803. The early 
settlers found the soil perfect for apple orchards, and their winter 
apples became famous for their ability to keep their quality for a 
long period of time. Its peaceful beauty attracted many vacationers 
and the annual festival, known as Purgatory Picnic, refers to a scenic 
natural curiosity. A deep ravine, more than half a mile in length, has 
Black Brook flowing through it, and at one point the brook plunges 
perpendicularly more than fifty feet into a chasm with walls of solid 
rock, to indeed sound like Purgatory. 


NASHUA 


According to the historians, Nashua was the first of the inland 
towns of New Hampshire to be settled. It was first known as 
Dunstable and received the name of Nashua in 1836. The early 
development of Dunstable was slow because of the Indian wars. It 
seems the same things that attracted the early settlers to this spot, 
were also desired by the Nashaway Indians — mainly fertile fields 
and abundant fish. The Indians were not about to give all this up in a 
hurry — hence the periodic decrease in pioneering population. With 
the end of the Indian wars the town was poverty stricken and the 
Revolutionary War left it no better. Fishing companies started to 
spring up along the river and the Merrimack Valley became the main 
route south to Boston and north to Canada. With the advent of 
machinery, Nashua was a natural spot and mill after mill sprang up. 
The railroad aided in this development and Nashua received it’s city 
charter in 1853. 


NEW BOSTON 

New Boston was originally a grant given by the King of England 
to a group of Bostonians for services rendered to the crown. It was 
incorporated into a town in 1763. The early settlers were farmers 
and lumbering was limited as the King had control over most of the 
fine lumber. In 1751, the first mill was built and others followed. 
New Boston turned to manufacturing in the form of wire, axes, 
hoes, guns, rifles, cabinet making, looking glasses, chairs and barrel 
heads. The highest point of land in New Boston is Joe English Hill. It 
is almost perpendicular on the south side, while the east and west 
sides are not so steep, and the north side is a gradual incline. This 
oddly shaped hill saved Joe English’s life and was named in his 
honor. Historians say that Joe English, an Indian, so named because 
of his friendship with the settlers, was attacked by indians while 
hunting near this hill. Being a good runner and knowing the terrain, 
he led his attackers up the gradual incline — while he jumped off the 
Steep side to a ledge and hid, they leaped off after him and were 
dashed to pieces on the rocks below. 


NEW IPSWICH 


In 1736, the government of Massachusetts bay gave the inhabi- 
tants of Ipswich a township grant which was incorporated in 1766 
and given the name of New Ipswich. Between the border disputes of 
the provinces of Massachusetts and New Hampshire, and the Indian 
attacks during the French and Indian War, New Ipswich was slow to 
develope it’s settlement. It wasn’t until 1750 that the first saw mill 
was built and progress in this direction started. In 1802, a 
mysterious phamphlet appeared at the doorstep of every house in 
New Ipswich written by a fictitiously named author who terroized 
the town with his determination to lay bear, in rythmic poetry, their 
sins and follies. No one was excluded and everyone looked at every 
neighbor as though he might be the author who cleverly hid his 
identity by accusing himself. It served it’s purpose and suppressed 
many a folly and quarrel for fear of discovery and printed 
admonition. In 1804, the first cotton mill in New Hampshire was 
built in New Ipswich. 


PELHAM 


The exact date of first settlement of Pelham is not known, 
although in 1720 extensive grants of land were given to gentlemen in 
Boston and vicinity. Much of Pelham was once a part of Dunstable, 
but in 1746, Governor Wentworth established boundaries and the 
town was incorporated. Fifteen years after the incorporation the 
towns people started to think of education and discussions started 


on the building of a school. This haggling went on until 1790 in one 
form or another. Hard times brought by the Revolutionary War left 
the town short of funds and the plight of education much parrellels 
todays problems. The desire to provide but the lack of appro- 
priations. The citizens of Pelham played an important part in the 
formation of the government of the State of New Hampshire and it’s 
constitution. 


PETERBOROUGH 


The first settlement in what is now the town of Peterborough was 
in 1739. The permanent settlement of the town began in 1749 and is 
thought to have been named in honor of Charles Mordaunt, Earl of 
Peterborough at it’s incorporation in 1760. Peterborough’s patri- 
otism is unquestionably evident in the war records of the early years. 
This small town sent many men, in comparision to it’s size, to war 
for an infant nation and state. 

One of the most distinguished chief justices of the Supreme Court 
of the state was Jeremiah Smith, who was born in Peterborough. 


SHARON 


The territory of Sharon was formerly the westerly portion of the 
Peterborough Slip. In 1791 the town was incorporated by it’s name. 
The early settlers spent many years of petitioning the state for their 
right to incorporate and were repeatedly denied. This factor 
contributed to the slow development of this farming community, for 
without the right to levy and collect taxes they could not improve or 
build roads, provide for schools and draw more settlers and 
businesses to their town. These proud people felt they belonged 
nowhere and did not give up until finally in 1791, the state granted 
their petition. 


TEMPLE 


The town of Temple is made up of an area that once was part of 
another surrounding township and the early settlers here had many 
boundary disputes and denials by the state. As a result in 1768, 
upon it’s incorporation, it included one tier of lots from the west 
side of Wilton, an easterly portion of the Peterborough Slip, a strip 
of New Ipswich, the southeast corner of Peterborough and a tract of 
land from Lyndeborough. This process took from 1768 to 1796. 
Temple proudly boasts the first manufactory of glass in America. 
The factory was owned and built in 1780 by Robert Hewes. In 1771 
the first funds were asked for a school and an interesting sidelight is 
the school budget of 1884. The town appropriated $700.00 for the 
support of their school. 


WEARE 


Area wise, Weare is the largest town in Hillsborough County. 
There are many remains of the glacial period to be found in Weare. 
Precipices on the southeast slopes of hills in this area show where ice 
fell down like an avalanche, terraces made up of the materials 
ground up by the ice sheets are in the river valleys, kettleholes are 
common and pot holes can be found worn in solid rock high up on 
the hills. The oldest rock in Weare is porphyritic gneiss. It forms 
what was once two islands standing out of the sea. The town of 
Weare has had many names including Halestown, it’s first name; then 
Beverly or Beverly Canada. In 1749 it was called Robie’s Town. For 
thirteen years before it was named for Judge Meschech Weare it was 
called the Gore. 


WINDSOR 


Windsor, first known as Campbells Gore was incoporated in 1798. 
In the year 1850 the house of the town clerk burned to the ground 
and all the town records with it. All the minutes of meetings and 
other town documents were destroyed but one book was saved. This 
makes it very hard to reestablish the early days of Windsor. However 
from the existing records it is very evident that these were 
hard-working and civic-minded people. A note was made that this 
small community paid up it’s whole war debt for the rebellion in 
two years. The first mill was built at the foot of Black Pond and 
later on an additional one for milling flour was built. Off and on 
through to 1850 other mills were built at different locations. The 
town grew with other building offering new and varied services and 
new well-kept farms were developed. For those who like to peek 
into the “Good Ole Days,” this statement was found in the surviving 
book, 

“We have no Church, no minister, no lawyer, no trouble, no 
doctor, no hotel, no drunkards, no post office, no store, no voice 
in legislation, no paupers, and no prospect of having any. Taxes 
are light this year, a little above average, but still only $6.30 ona 
thousand dollars. The roads are kept in good repair and the 
bridges are few and inexpensive.”

also Commissioners Walsh and Beaulieu and Supt. Bouchard. 

An inspection of the County Home was made regarding 
renovations; also an inspection of the County Jail. 

Commissioner Walsh explained that the renovations were 
necessary and that estimates would be given to the Committee later. 

After the inspection at the County Jail it was moved to adjourn.

Mr. Perley Colby presented the budget for the County Extension 
Service for 1968, requesting $38,015.41. He stated arrangements 
had been made thru Mr. Roulx to pay the office help from the 
Commissioner’s office as of Jan. 1, 1968. After a few more questions 
Mr. Colby was excused. 

Commissioner Walsh then presented the following budgets:

After lengthy discussion on various welfare items, it was moved 
by Mr. Bruton to delay any action on the above until the Executive 
Committee had an opportunity to study them further.

Mr. Latour moved that the meeting be adjourned, seconded by 
Mr. Dubois. Vote in the affirmative. Meeting closed by Chairman

Meeting of Hillsborough County Executive Committee held at 
County Home, Grasmere, N.H. on Wednesday, Jan. 31, 1968. 
Chairman called meeting to order at 1:30 P.M. The following 
members were present:

Also present were Commissioners Walsh, Beaulieu and Business 
Manager Roulx. In the absence of Clerk Pettigrew, the chairman 
appointed Mr. Roulx to be acting clerk. 

Mr. Timothy O’Connor was called upon to present the budget of 
Register of Deeds office. His request was for $19,286. After 
questioning and explanation, Mr. O’Connor was excused and Mr. 
Bourassa presented the Register and Judge of Probates budget. The 
combined total requested was $42,900. Mr. Bourassa explained his 
reasons for additional wages; not for increases but additional help. 
He also indicated that because his office was not going to be in the 
new court house, he would like to replace some of the furnishings in 
the registers office. He also had hopes of putting a new vault door 
into the storage area. 

Mr. Bruton questioned the need of $2,500. for consolidation of 
index because nowhere near that amount has been spent in the last 
few years. Mr. Bourassa stated that he has one expenditure pending 
for $1,600. that would be charged to this account. After several 
more inquiries by the committee Mr. Bourassa was excused. 

Mr. Carl Randall, Clerk of Court then explained the Superior 
Court Budget and requested $220,400. The main increase was in the 
cost of mileage and per deim for jurors. Reason for increase in wages 
was explained and he indicated an additional deputy clerk being 
hired this summer if possible. Mr. Randall made an urgent plea to 
the committee that all haste possible be made on the new Court 
House. He stated that with the spiraling case load of Superior Court, 
it was too far in the future when operations would be next to 
impossible with present physical plants.

The Special Sub—Committee for Buildings at the Moore General 
Hospital met at the County Home on June 28, 1968 at 3:30 P.M. 
The following committee members were in attendance:

Chairman John J. Walsh opened the meeting and then turned it 
over to John LaTour. 

The entire meeting was tape recorded for the benefit of the 
committee members, however due to the extreme length of meeting, 
the tape was summarized for these minutes in the interest of 
economy. The tape is available should it be wanted during your 
considerations. 

An “informational” meeting for a discussion of a proposed 
200—bed nursing home at a cost of more then $2 million at the 
Moore General Hospital was held at the County Home in Grasmere 
yesterday afternoon with a variety of suggestions being offered 
before a final determination is made. 

Not the least of these recommendations was that before a new 
facility is built, there should be an area wide study to determine the 
health needs, public and private, of the entire county. Divergent 
views were voiced on the question of whether all health care 
facilities should be consolidated at Grasmere, or whether there 
should be smaller units built in various sections of the county. 

The first speakers were Mrs. Marion Lamy, superintendent of the 
Moore General Hospital, and Supt. Thomas Bouchard of the County 
Home, both of whom strongly endorsed the need for a 200—bed 
nursing home to meet the increasing demands for health care 
facilities. Both said that admission applications have to be turned 
down daily because all of the existing county facilities are at 
Capacity. 

Looking into the future, Lester Billings said he forsees the day 
when ambulance service will be by helicopter, that the 60—bed 
Moore Hospital could be converted to the care of chronic cases, that 
Moore could become a training facility for practical nurses, and that 
Grasmere might be the logical location for a 20 to 30 bed 
installation for tuberculosis cases if Glencliff Sanatorium is dis- 
continued.

Manchester Planning Director John F. Grogan emphasized the 
need for health planning on a regional basis as a means of developing 
the best possible program for the people of the area. 

Also on the program were Prentice Shethar, personnel manager of 
Hitchiner Manufacturing Company of Milford; Hollis Harrington, 
vice-president of the Indian Head National Bank, and Lauren H. 
Girard, vice- president, Manufacturing of American Velcro of 
Manchester. 

Shethar said that in expressing the views of his 650 employees, 
the Moore General Hospital has excellent facilities but that the 
ambulance service and the emergency ward services could be 
improved. ; 

Harrington said that consolidation of facilities should get top 
consideration because it is the best way to save dollars. 

Girard confined himself to a number of questions to county 
officials as to the availability of services. 

Raymond Lemire, operator of a Manchester nursing home and 
president of the state association, suggested that in making the 
planning studies, consideration should be given as to the role of the 
tax—paying private nursing home. 

During the course of the question period, a member of the 
Legislature inquired whether federal funds would be available for 
construction of a 200—bed facility. Lester K. Billings, director of the 
Bureau of Hospital Services of N.H. Department of Health and 
Welfare, replied that most funds which would be available are frozen 
and in cases where allocations could be made, there has been a sharp 
reduction in funds by Congress. However, he said that by the time 
the county would be ready, the project would have to be approved 
by the recently organized Mid—Merrimack Health Planning Council. 

Earlier in the meeting, Robert Donovan, associate director of the 
United Community Services of Manchester, said the Council would 
be willing to participate and assist in the planning studies. He was 
informed that county officials would be pleased to secure whatever 
outside assistance it can get in arriving at a decision.

A joint dinner meeting of the Hillsborough County Executive 
Committee and the Hospital Building Committee was held at the 
“88” Restaurant in Manchester, N.H. 

The following were present:

Invited guests to the meeting were Albert Mattison, Executive 
Director of United Community Services of Greater Manchester, 
Robert Donovan, Executive Director of the Mid—Merrimack Health 
Planning Council and Charles DeGrandpre, Chairman of the Hospital 
Coordinating Committee of Mid—Merrimack Health Planning 
Council. 

Following dinner, chairman of the building committee, John 
LaTour convened the meeting at 2:45 P.M. 

He then turned meeting over to Mr. Roulx, who had because ef 
Mr. LaTour’s hospitalization been asked by the chairman to arrange 
the meeting. 

Mr. Roulx introduced Albert Mattison who gave a resume of what 
United Community Services are, their objectives in voluntary giving 
to supplement governmental contributions, and to assist any group, 
whether it be private or governmental, when requested to do so. 
Upon questions from the floor he also explained the broad 
representation of people that serve on the governing board of United 
Community Services. 

Mr. Robert Donovan was introduced and proceeded to give a 
brief explanation of P.L. 89-749, the law which gave the guidelines 
for implementation, the objective being state and area wide health 
planning. He indicated that the Mid—Merrimack Health Planning 
Council has now been funded 50% from Federal contributions and 
50% from local sources. They have already instituted a survey to be 
performed by one of the foremost hospital consultants in field at a 
cost to the council of $15,500. 

Mr. DeGrandpre was then introduced and he explained why this 
council came about,. The public is as concerned as government 
about high costs of hospitalization and at this point our hospitals are 
now talking to each other and have come to recognize that 
coordination of effort and services is necessary to keep the cost 
Spiral down. 
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As a result of requests by hospital in Derry and the expressed 
concern of county officials, the study was expanded to include these 
two hospitals, Alexander Eastman and Moore General and this raised 
the contract to $19,000. He added that this study is not costing the 
County any money however. 

Following Mr. DeGrandpre’s remarks the committee members 
asked many questions of the speakers. Mr. Bruton indicated that as a 
result of this meeting he was now fully aware of the planning effort 
(which he is wholeheartedly in favor of) and of which he was 
completely ignorant of prior to this. Alice Knight indicated that 
several efforts are being made in other cities to establish facilities to 
take care of the patient between intensive hospital care and the 
home, at a greatly reduced price to the consumer. 

Mr. Donovan indicated that he recently returned from the 
American Hospital Association Convention and was amazed at the 
effort presently underway in attempting to detect early problems in 
people that might become a more serious problem if not detected 
early. He stated that if after proper analysis of our problem of 
geriatric care, and studies indicated conclusively a facility was 
needed, then by having the Mid—Merrimack Health Planning Council 
approval, would mean priority treatment in the advance of 
Hill—Burton funds as they became available. He also indicated that 
at the present time, only $250,000. a year is available for building. 
Obviously the sooner a request is submitted the better chance of 
obtaining these funds. 

The speakers were thanked for their attendance at our meeting by 
Mr. LaTour. Following this Mr. LaTour queried the building 
committee members as to when they wanted to meet again. It was 
general consensus they should meet after the middle of October. All 
committee members will be notified by mail when the date and time 
is arrived at. Alice Knight felt the committee should meet soon to 
establish some definite lines of approach and direction to our 
problems. We are presently headed aimlessly and our problem does 
not diminish. All of committee agreed. 

Chairman LaTour adjourned the meeting at 4:00 P.M.

The following is submitted as the report of the County Attorney 
and the Assistant County Attorney for the period commencing 
January 1, 1968 and terminating December 31, 1968. 

Four Hundred and forty-four Indictments were brought before 
the Court and settled. Twenty-five waivers of Indictment were 
prepared and settled. One hundred and forty-eight appeal cases were 
presented to the Superior Court for consideration and settled. There 
were twenty probation violations presented to the Court and 
dispositions made thereon. 

Hearings were held under the Uniform Reciprocal Enforcement 
of Support Act in forty-seven cases. 

Eighteen petitions were filed under the New Hampshire Revised 
Statutes Annotated, Chapter 173, which is the Sexual Psychopath 
Law and determinations were made thereon. 

Investigations were made concerning twenty-six vehicular fatal 
accidents in which twenty-seven persons were killed. 

There were twenty-nine other fatal accidents of a non-vehicular 
variety which were also investigated by this office. The breakdown 
of these accidents is as follows: three deaths by fire, one plane crash 
which took two lives, eight fatal falls, two deaths by electrocution, 
seven drownings, four deaths by suffocations, three of which were 
infants, one accidental hanging, one industrial accident and one 
person was crushed to death under a tractor. 

An investigation was made into the murder of one Loretta 
Roberge. An Indictment was obtained against Wilfred R. Roberge 
charging him with said murder. The case was tried by jury and the 
defendant sentenced to not less than fifteen years and not more than 
twenty-five years in State Prison. 

An investigation was made into the murder of one John Donahue. 
An Indictment was obtained against one Joseph Belanger and this 
case is currently awaiting trial. 

Numerous other matters were brought to the attention of this 
office during this period, and to the best of our knowledge, all have 
been settled amicably.

It is a pleasure for me to submit my annual report of the 
Hillsborough County Home and Farm. The year 1968 has been a 
very active one. We have continued our program of modernization 
and improvement within the Institution which has created a more 
pleasant atmosphere for the patients and made the work of the 
attendants easier by improving our facilities. 


New beds, mattresses, bed rails, geriatric chairs, 2 aspirators, 
complete furnishings for T.V. room, etc., were purchased for the 
Institution to better accomodate the needs of the patients.

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PROTESTANT CHAPLAIN’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners 
Hillsborough County: 


Gentlemen: 


During 1968 it was again my privilege to minister as Protestant 
Chaplain at the Hillsborough County Home, House of Correction 
and Moore General Hospital including Caron. It is difficult to 
convey, to one not in the situation, the degree of satisfaction derived 
from this part of my ministry. The appreciation of the patients and 
inmates is so evident that the personal rewards are great. 

My desire that the people of our church share in these 
ministries and rewards has led to a continuing effort to have more 
individuals and church groups participate in the visitation as well as 
the regular services. The Scriptures tell us that the ministry actually 
belongs to those who are now known as laymen. We also learn from 
the Scripture that it is more blessed to give than to receive. This 
blessing comes not only from serving and pleasing God, but also 
from the warm personal experiences. These experiences I desire for 
my people, both those at the church and those at the County 
Installations. 

The regular Protestant services have been conducted each 
Sunday afternoon, often followed by a period of visitation by 
myself and church members. Our Women’s Fellowship and our 
Christian Youth Fellowship have each conducted one service a 
month. These groups occasionally provide special instrumental music 
and vocal selections. It has still seemed best, so far, that the Chaplain 
deliver the sermonette at these services. 

Plans are in progress to begin regular worship services at the 
Caron Building, at least on a trial basis. Also there is a plan for the 
Chaplain to provide a regular weekly program of spiritual counselling 
at the House of Correction. I emphasize the spiritual nature of the 
counselling so that there will be no misconceptions in the minds of 
the inmates particularly. The Chaplain has had experience in this 
type of counselling in juvenile detention homes and jails, as well as 
rescue missions. 

I would like to thank each one of the staff, the directors, 
nurses, aides and others who through their interest in the people of 
the Home, the House of Correction, the Hospital patients, and the 
Caron residents have aided me in the performance of my ministry 
here. Rarely is such dedication and concern for people shown. Even 
more rarely is it rewarded. But, on my part, it is sincerely 
appreciated.

COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners 
Hillsborough County: 


Gentlemen: 


It is my pleasure to submit this summary of the activities of the 
Hillsborough County Cooperative Extension Service Staff for the 
year 1968. Lengthy, more detailed Annual Reports covering each 
line of work have been filed with the Business Office in Manchester 
and the Cooperative Extension Service Director’s office at the 
University of New Hampshire in Durham. 


The Cooperative Extension Service is an educational program 
made avaiiable to the residents of Hillsborough County, through the 
cooperative efforts of U.S. Department of Agriculture, the State of 
New Hampshire and Hillsborough County. Extension Agents provide 
instruction and information in the fields of Agriculture, Home 
Economics, Forestry, Resource Development and 4—H Youth 
Development Work. Hillsborough County Agents are supported by 
Subject Matter Specialists at the University of New Hampshire in 
Durham. The County Office is located in the Post Office Building in 
Milford, New Hampshire. 


County Agent Work — This work is Handled by Perley D. Colby 
and Area Dairy Agent, Ernest A. George. Mr. George works with 
dairymen in Hillsborough County and three neighboring counties. 
Area Poultry Agent, Thomas Danko, who is housed in the 
Merrimack County office, handles the poultry work in Hillsborough 
County. 


Horticulture work is handled by County Agent Colby and U.N.H. 
Specialists. 


It is difficult to try and summarize a year’s work in a couple of 
short paragraphs. During the year, a great number of calls were 
received from homeowners concerning lawn, tree, shrub and insect 
problems. Requests were also received from Town Selectmen, Town 
Conservation Commissions and Parks and Playgrounds Departments 
in the cities. 


During the year, we arranged an eight-week training program for 
Parks and Playground Department workers in Manchester. 
Attendance averaged near 40 for each of the sessions. Some of the 
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other special training programs included a Home Owners’ Clinic, a 
Community Management Seminar on Dumps, Trash, Pick-up, etc. 
We also were quite active in promoting the Merrimack Valley Branch 
of U.N.H. 


Active programs were carried on with fruit and vegetable growers 
during the year. 


Home Economics — Extension Staff members, Harriet J. Nissen, 
and Mrs. Winnifred McLaughlin (% time). 

The aim of the Adult Home Economics Program is to teach 
homemakers of the county, so they can be informed consumers, and 
be a competent homemaker. Lessons regarding problems of the 
home, use of money, consumer education and child care have been 
taught this year. 


Teaching Methods — 


1. The Extension Home Economists teach classes to groups of 
homemakers throughout the county. 


2. The Extension Home Economist and Specialists of the © 
University of New Hampshire train volunteer leaders from the 
different community Extension groups to teach homemaking 
projects to the people of the local Extension groups. 288 
volunteer leaders held 5501 lessons, reaching 9122.

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4—H Youth Development — Staff members — Charles Buck — 
Elizabeth Prough, 4-H Youth Development Agents. 


The 4—H Youth Development Program is available to all boys and 
girls who reside within Hillsborough County. The primary program is 
geared to youth 9 — 19 years old, but special programs are now 
being offered to all youth who are in the school age bracket. In 
1968, a total of 2010 boys and girls participated in one or more 
phases of the program plus an additional 240 volunteer adult or 
junior leaders were doing some form of leadership work. 


A very effective 4-H Summer Program in both Manchester and 
Nashua was carried out with ten (10) University of New Hampshire 
students, all worked in low-income areas of the city. This fourteen 
week program brought educational programs to 750 boys and girls 
who had an opportunity to learn homemaking sskills, science, arts 
and crafts, as well as camping and recreational events and activities. 
The urban program is closely coordinated with existing youth 
agencies, both public and private. 


In general 4—H programs are gaining in all communities, be they 
tural, urban, or suburban. Present trends involve such educational 
programs as rocket science, veterinary science, petroleum power, 
nature and conservation, geology as well as over 100 other programs. 


We continue to offer an out-of-school educational program which 
meets the needs of present day youth. It is changing, improving and 
effectively helping today’s youth to become tomorrow’s respected, 
intelligent, active citizen. 


Forestry — Robert W. Breck, County Forester

landowners.

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The actual assistance to individual woodland owners has not 
materially increased over past years. However, there has been 
increased contact with urban situations and aspects. The 68 “Other 
people assisted’’ have been largely urban contacts. Meetings have 
been held with town Conservation Commissions, town Planning 
Boards and other groups interested and involved in the total 
environment of their communities. This trend toward greater 
involvement with all types and groups of people is expected to 
continue and increase. It is more important than ever before that 
people understand and conserve the enviroment that surrounds 
them.
